Procedure foe Dkteemination op Claims 

8. Introductory. — R.ne as oiheiwise provided in thebe rules, the procedure 
to be followed by a Coinm’B&ioner in determining claims for compensation under 
the Act shall be regulated m accordance with the rules contained in this part. 

9. Information regauhnq accidents —As soon as a Commissioner is appoint- 
ed, the General Manager or other exe< utivc head of Die Unit way Administration 
concerned shall lurnish the Commissioner with the following information: — 

(a) a complete list of tlic passengers killed or injured as a result of the 

accident, together with the names and addresses of such passengers; 

(b) a statement of the injuries sustained by the passengers who are 

injured, signed by the medical authority attending on suoh 

passengers; 

(c) the number of unidentified bodies, together with a brief description of 

each such body. 

10. Jasessors. — (1) In an enquiry into a major accident the Commissioner 
may call in the aid of assessors, not exceeding two in number, who possess any 
technical or special knowledge with respect to any matter before the 
Commissioner. 

(2) An assessor shall perform such functions as the Commissioner may direct. 

(8) The remuneration, if any, to bo paid to an assessor shall in every case 
be determined by the Commissioner and bo paid by him as part of the expenses 
of the execution of the Act. 

11. Applications.— (1) Every application under Section 82C for payment of 
compensation under Section 82A shall contain the following particulars: — 

(i) Whether the person m respect of whom compensation is claimed was 

a passenger in the tram which met with the accident. 

(ii) The nature of the injuries sustained by such person (in case of death 

the date of death). 

(Jii) The age of the injured person or of the deceased. 

(iv) The monthly income of the injured person or of the deceased. 

(v) Particulars of any animal or goods lost, destroyed or deteriorated as 

a result of the accident. 
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(vi) The amount o£ compensation claimed. 

(2) Every such application shall lie sent to tho Commissioner by registered 
post or may be presented to him or to any of his subordinates authorised by him 
in tills behalf and, if so sent or presented, shall, unless tho Commissioner other- 
wise dirocts, be made in duplicate and shall be signed by the applicant. 

(3) There shall be appended to every such application a certificate, which 
shall be signed by the applicant, to the effect that tho statement of facts 
contained in the application is to tho best of his knowledge and ability true 

12. Examination of applicant — -On receiving an application under rule II, 
the Commissioner may examine the applicant upon oath, and the substance 
of suob examination shall be reduced to writing and shall be signed by the 
Commissioner. 

13. Summary dismissal of a p plication , — The Commissioner may, after 
considering the application and the statement, if any, of the applicant record- 
ed under rule 12, summarily dismiss the application, if, for reasons to be 
recorded, he is of opinion that there are not sufficient grounds for proceeding 
therewith. 

14. Notice to opposite party, — If the application is not dismissed under rule 
13, the Commissioner shall send to the Llailway Administration from whom 
tho applicant claims relief (hereinafter referred to as the opposite party), a 
copy ot Ihe application, togeiliei with a notice of the date on which he will 
dispose of the application, and may call upon the parties to produce upon that 
dale any ovidenco which they may wish to tender. 

15. Appearance and examination of opposite party. — (1) The opposite party 
may, and if so required by tho Commissioner, shall, at or bofore the first 
hearing or within such time as the Commissioner may permit, file a written 
statement dealing with the claim raised in the application, and any such written 
statement shall form part of the record. 

(2) If the opposite party contests tho claim, the Commissioner may, and il 
no written statement has been filed, shall, proceed to examine him upon the 
claim and shall reduce the result of the examination to writing. 

16. Framing of issues. — After considering any written statement and the 
result of any examination of the parties, the Commissioner shall ascertain upon 
what material propositions of fact or of law the parties are at variance, and 
shall thoreupon proceed to frame and record the issues upon which the right 
decision of tho case appears to him to depend. 

17. Determination of issues. — After framing the issues the Commissioner 
shall proceed to record evidence thereon which each party may desire to produce. 

18. Method of recording evident i . — ' The Commissioner shall make a brief, 
memorandum of the suhstaueo of the evidence of every witness as examination 
of the witness proceeds, and such memorandum snail he written and signod 
by the Commissioner with his own Land and shall form part of tho record: 

Provided that, if tho Commissioner is prevented from making such memoran- 
dum, he shall record the reason of his inability to do so and shall cause such 
memorandum to be made in writing from bis dictation and shall sign the same, 
and such memorandum shall form part of the record: 

Provided further that the evidence of any medical witness shall be taken 
down as nearly as may bo word for word. 
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19. Local inspection.— (1) Thu Commissioner may at any limo during the 
course ol un inquiry beiore him visit the ail e at which the accident occurred 
for the purpose of making a local inspection or examining any persons likely 
to he able to give information re lex .mt to the proceedings. 

(2) Any party or the represent atix e ol any party may accompany the Com- 
missioner lor a local inspection. 

(3) The Commissioner, after making a local inspection, shall note briefly 
in a memorandum anj taels observed, and shall show the memorandum to any 
party who desires to see the same, and shall supply any party with a copy 
thereof. 

(4) The memorandum shall form part of the record. 

2(J. Power of summanj examination. — (1) The Commissioner during a local 
inspection or at any other tirno, save at a formal hearing of a case pending 
before him, may examine summarily any person likely to be able to give 
information relating to such case, whether such person has been or is to be 
called as a witness iu the case or not, and whether any or ail of the parties 
are present or not, 

(2) No oath shall be administered to a person examined under sub-rule (1). 

21. Diary. — The Commissioner shall maintain under his hand a breif diary 
of tiie proceedings on an application. 

22. Reasons for postponement to be recorded. — If the Commissioner finds 
it impossible to dispose of an application »t one hearing, he shall rcoord the 
reasons which necessitate the postponement. 

28. Judgment. — The Commissioner, in passing orders, shall rcoord concise- 
ly in a judgment tho finding on each of the issues framed and his reasons for 
such finding. 

24. Summoning of witnesses. — If an application is presented by any party 
to the proceedings for the citation of witnesses, the Commissioner shall, on 
payment of the prescribed expenses and foes, if any, issue summonses for 
the appearance of such witnesses, unless he considers that their appearance is 
not necessary for a just decision of the case. 

25. Appearance of legal practitioner .- — A Commissioner may, in his discre- 
tion, allow any party to appear before him through a legal practitioner. 

20. Receipt for compensation. — Upon payment of compensation a receipt 
shall be obtained by the Commissioner and such receipt shall be forwarded to 
the General Manager or other executive head of the Bail way Administration 
concerned for purposes of record. 

27. Code of Civil Procedure to ap^'j M certain cases. — In so far as these 
rules make no provision or make insufficient provision, the Commissioner shall 
follow the procedure laid down in the of Civil Procedure, 1908 (V of 1908) 
for the trial of suits. 

28. Savinqs. — Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules in the 
case of a minor accident, a Commissioner may follow such summary procedure 
as he thinks fit.

(6) ‘‘immovable property” includes land, benefits to arise out of land, 
things attached to the eurlh, or permanently fastened to anything

(8) “State Medical Commissioner” meaus a duly registered medical 
practitioner including a medical officer in the service of a State 
Government aiipointed as such by the Corporation;

(8) to advise the Corporation on any matter relating to the professional 
conduct ot any medical practitioner employed for the purpose of providing 
medic -d benefit under I ho Act. 

CHAPTER III 

15 . Salaries allowances and conditions of service of the Principal Officers.—

the expenditure, or in the recovery of moneys due to, or in the

with the namab of the persons who in their opinion are directly or 
indirectly responsible for such loss or waste. 

(2) The Standing Commit lea shall forthwith remedy any detect or irregularity 
that may be pointed out bv the uudilors arid shall repot t to tho Central Govern- 
ment the action taken by it thereon within ninety days of the receipt of the- 
repoi t, of the auditors ■
